. Under this title Upton Sinclair writes in the latest issue of 
“Liberty,” a periodical which pays every enemy of the working 
class from Trotsky and Isaac Don Levine to Matthew Woll for 
filling its pages with attacks on the militant workers’ movement. 

After crying “the needs of the people” have “pronght me out 
of the garden where I have been writing books, he frankly ad- 
mits his program “is built to attract voters. 

Then he tells what he is really going to do. 


“Give us these unemployed persons,” he begs capital, “and 
them to work (on forced labor farms and barter 


let us put Sy 
schemes.—FE.K.) “That will take them off your backs and you 


can go on making profits out of those who still have money to 


pay you.” 

Speaking of his support, he now lauds those very racketeers 
that he used to attack with a flitgun full of economic hodge- 
podge from the security of his rose garden. “For,” says he, 
“even a gambler is a man and a citizen and is capable of under- 
standing idealism.” 

Gamblers and racketeers are shrewd people, indeed, and al- 
ways get “idealisrn” when that is the racket that promises to pay 
most. And they understand, even better than Upton, who wins 
when a rose-man talks matters over with the Big Shot in Wash- 
ington’s White House. “This is a right guy,” they say, looking 
at Uppie. “Let’s have another drink for idealism.” 

A great many voters swung to Sinclair as a protest against 
Merriam. They will be greatly surprised when the “mild Com- 
munist” he and Merriam have led them to believe he is, shows 
the same ruthlessness if elected. 

“My Epic Plan, or something like it, offers the only way to 
save our democratic nation from .... Bolshevism. If we fail, 
the consequences are too terrible to contemplate.” 

Would a real friend of the workers and farmers consider 
Rolshevism—a Workers’ and Farmers’ government—without pro- 
fits and “idealistic” racketeers, too terrible to contemplate? 

The fact is that Sinclair, joining the attackers of the Com- 
munists and the reign of terror against the working class organ- 
izations in California, shouting with them the lies that the Com- 
munists and other militants were to blame for the violence used 
to break the General Strike, proves what, if elected, he is “really 
going to do.” 

And terrorism, forced labor, raids, and attacks and murders 
on workers, will be no softer from a racketeer’s friend if “EPIC” 
is carved on the butts of police guns and clubs, and engraved 
on the soup bowls. 

His recent attack on the Communists for leading struggles 
for better conditions, his deliberate refusal to raise his voice 
against Merriam’s gunthug and militia rule, gave strength to that 
fascist attempt which either he or Merriam are pledged to their 
carry out.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 3—The 
three-cornered battle continues. be- 
tween the county, the army, and 
the SERA over who shall control

ling toil, money is squandered 
through graft and waste and in- 
efficiency. 


|& Wasting Men and Money. 


At Avenue 57 and Arroyo Seco 
recently a construction blunder 
was made which in two days cost 
$3,000 to tear up and which will 
cost nearly much to replace. 
A storm drain about 900 feet long 
had been covered with 120 tons 
of asphaltum at a cost of $20 per 
ton or $2,400. It was neglected 
so that it set before being rolled, 
and then, instead of running heat- 
ers over it, that it might be 
softened and rolled, it was. all 
torn up. This required the labor 
of 100 men for 2 days at $4 a 
lay, totalling a cost of $800. Now 
a new lot of “hot dope” will have 
to be put down. Incidentally, 
the Patent Paving Company sells 
two lots of material instead of 
one—240 tons instead of 120.

Head of the Long Beach red 
squad is T. A. Wishon. His most 
frequent aides are Harris, Ells- 
worth and Lorge. Wishon with 
one assistant have made ft a 
steady practice to enter workers’ 
homes without warrants, without 
knocking, without warning of any 
kind. While beatings have often 
been resorted to in the past, and 
there is no reason to believe the 
Long Beach. police have aban- 
doned the practice, the present 
methods are more adapted to lulls 
between major labor struggles. 
Wishon uses the intimidation of 
his insolent entry accompanied by 
insulting remarks, threats and ac 
cusations that other Communists 
are giving information to police, 
selling out their comrades. ‘ 

Constantly repeated, growing 
more insolent and insulting in 
spite of protest delegations that 
have called on the city council, 
these raids are used to intimidate 
all who are suspected of being 
friendly toward Communists or 
interested in maintaining workers’ 
civil -rights.
